Cloves, so called from their rosomblnuco 


to small nails, nnd designated in nil counties 
wherever knnwn and used by n term hav- 
ing this signification, nro (ho product of n 
gigantic species 
of tho myrtle 
family, 


which Kmnpf, an intelligent naturalist of 
the Molucca Islands, tho native region of 
thin treo, describes ns "tho most beautiful, 
the most elegant, and tho most precious of 
all known trees." This Ireo in its nativo 
soil grows to tho height of -10 fent, begins 
to boar tho spice blooms in its seventh year, 
and lives for 100 to 200 years. 
Tim trunk 


is perfectly straight, the bark smooth, anil 
of a bright olivo color; about half 
tho 


height tho branches spring out horizontally 
and thickly, diminishing in length as they 
tiKcond, BO that tho compact mass of folingo, 
composed of slender huirel-Bhapcd leaves, 
forms n perfect cone, supported by ,n clean 
straight atom, 
Tho spioo is not tho fruit, 


I\H in quite Ronordliy supposed, but 
tho 


blossom, which is| gathered before it is 
quite unfolded, when it resembles a clone*!.- 
up convoU'uhw bloom. 
Tho stem of tho 


spico is tho calyx, and tho head tho imhjown 
corolla of 
thoRo 
Aromatic flower bud.i. 


About a dozen of thorn bloonm form A lor- 
minnl chwtor at tho extremity of oaoh twig 
and branch of tho tree. 
Singularly enough 


tho Molucca IslnmlorH, liko this Malays of 
Sumatra in regard to popper, nnd tho 
Jftpanofto in respect to coffct, nmho no u«o 
whntovor of HUH spico, tho moat famous 
Dnnliiot of thoir country. 
* Since 1(105 tho Dutch have monopoli/cil 
olovo culture, having in that yea;- driven 
tho Portuguese out of tho Molucca Island*, 
out down ovory clov<slrs« growing thereon, 


enslaved the natives, and cstaUihhtd tlio 
culture of the clovo in the ishuid of Aw- 
boyns. 
Not only were the native clovo for- 


ests of tho Moluccas destroyed, and every 
clovo bush that chanced to spring up thero 
annually uprooted by firmed expeditions,and 
the death penalty inflicted upon every na- 
tive who planted a clove treeor sold a pound 
of its Kpico blossoms, but, also, down to 
182-1, ft largo portion of the product of Am- 
boyna was annually burned, in order to en- 
lutnco tho value of what remained in tho 
hands of tho sordid and foolish monopolists. 
Tho clovo might be produced ns bountifully 
and cheaply ns pepper, were a better intelli- 
gence to prevail among the Dutch, and the 
culture of tho tree be restored to the Moluc- 
cas, where alone it grows in perfection.— 
[Collage Hearth.

way and not receive any forced or factitious 
settlement, whose results if good can be 
but temporary and may be Idisnstroue, Such 
n convention ns this, though of course not 
infallible, affords a great deal of light for 
legislators to avail themselves of, quite as 
apt to bo reliable as that generated in tha 
Tflrious bodies with which they nre connect- 
ed.

SLEEPING IN COLD ROOMS. 


We believe Dr. Hall gives sound and 


needed advice when he says thnt cold bed- 
chambers always imperil health nnd invite 
fatal diseases. 
Robust persons may safely 


sleep in a temperature of forty or under, 
but the old, the infant, and the frail, should 
never sleep in n room where the atmosphere 
is much under fitty degrees Fahrenheit. 


All know the danger of going direct into 


tho cold from n very warm room. 
Very row 


rooms, churches, theatres, and the like, are 
ever cooler than seventy degrees. If it is 
freezing out of doors it is thirty degrees— 
the difference being forty degrees or more. 
Persons will bo chilled by such a change in 
ten minutes, although they mny ba actively 
walking. 


But to Ho still in bed, no tiling to promote 


tlio circulation, mid to breathe for hours an 
atmosphere of forty and even fifty degroes, 
when the lungs are always nt ninety-eight, ia 
too groat a change. 
Many persons wake up 


in tho morning with inflammation of tho 
lungs who went to bed well, and nro sur- 
prisod that this should bo the case. 
The 


cause mny often be found in sleeping in & 
room the window of which had been foolish- 
ly hoisted for ventilation. The water-cure 
journals of tho country hnve done an incal- 
culable injury by tho blind and indiscrimi- 
nate advice of hoisting tlis window at night. 


The rule should be everywhere, duriug 


the part of the year when fires nre kept 
burning, to avoid hoisting outside windows. 
It is Kafor and better to leave the chamber 
door open, ns iilso the fireplace—then there 
is n draft up the chimney, while the room 
i* not so likely to become cold. 
If thero is 


some fire in tho room all night tho window 
mny bo opened an inch.

cut aud Rhode Island for manure, and in 
Massachusetts bay and along Hie coast of 
Maine for bait for our fishermen, has been 
practised for a hundred or more years: but 
not until about eighteen years ago was the 
discovery mado (hat tho tish was built up 
with au organization yielding more or less 
valuable oil for curriers and other uses. 
Some lishormeii in Maine, finding in their 
nets more of Ihis species lhaii required for 
bailing Ihoir hooks, carried Ihc surplus 
homo, aud their mother took it inlo her 
head lo boil Ihom for Iho chickens. 
Upon 


doing so she found a coating of oil upon the 
surface of Ihc water, which she secured and 
soul to Boston for Gxftniiualion"by Mr. K B. 
Phillip:), one of the leading oil merchants. 
Ho pronounced it valuable, and sent word 
back thai ho would pay nine dollars a barrel 
for all Hicy would send him tho ensuing 
year, ar-d it was but uino barrels, amount- 
ing to $81.

is also known as lish guano, and under this 
name is sold as a fertilizer. Large quanti- 
ties aro used for the most exhaustive of 
crops,—viz., 
tobacco. 
Manufacturers of 


superphosphates and guano woll know the 
value of (his product. It furnishes most 
cheaply tho ammonia which is tho active 
principle of all manures. 
Analysis of n 


sample of Ihis scrap will ordinarily show 
nearly' three times the ammonia contained 
in many manufactured fertilizers. The 
present price obtained for fish guano is less 
than one half that of the commercial fertili- 
zers. 
The fish guano is not an agreeable 


article to handle aud ought always to be 
roniposted fov use. 


Tho business wo are treating of is not 


always profitable to niiinufaclurcs. 
The 


price of Iho oil at present is lower liian it 
has been since the commencement of the 
largo factories. 
It is a good move on Hie 


part of the producers to make some attempt 
to, protect themselves. 
When their products 


are sold under their own names and the 
value recognized they will need no other 
protecliou.

FEEDING Cows WITH MK.U,.—A. dairyman 


says, ns llioro have undoubtedly been cases 
of injury from high feeding, farmers should 
loarn Hint meal should be fed nnderstnnd- 
ingly. Tho effect of the feed should be 
watched, aud if there are a.ivy uldjeations 
that it is injurious, it should ho reduced or 
changed at once. If the moid has boon fed 
dry, it may bo woll lo mix it with Water for 
a few days, and uolice Iho effect, if any, of 
tbo change. Or wl\eftt sUpvts or r}'0 monl 
may bo substituted for, or mixed with, tho 
meat. Either of these will causo the COWH 
to give a larger quantity of ir.ift, but they 
will not keep in as good flesh as they will on. 
corn moal alone. 


Til $ny practice I aim not only lo keep up 


the flow of milk, but ivl;:o to keep my cows 
in good condition. To attain these results, 
1 consider either p,Tniu or roots absolutely 
necessary. 
I prefer, and 
consequently 


usually feed, clear Indian meal. To c,Wit 
which are drying up I give two. quartsper 
day, fooding it dry. To now milch cows I 
give from fp.uv> to. six qunrls, mixing it with 
vaiter.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
22.—A delegstiou of

and other warlike tribes of Indians. 
They 


visited various military and trading posts, 
and report that they found the Indians dis- 
posed to be peaceable and well supplied 
with provisions. They are of tho opinion 
that there is no necessity for n large body of 
troops to keep tho Indians on the reserva- 
tions if the government will only protect 
them from thieving agents. All informa- 
tion before the committee indicates that a 
reduction of the military force could bo 
easily made.
